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PG&E cites 'urgent' need 
in nuclear license bid

With the federal government still in­ 
vestigating the ability of Diablo Canyon 
Nuclear Power Plant to withstand a 
major earthquake. Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. has applied for a temporary 
license to operate one of its two nuclear 
reactors, located in San Luis Obispo 
PG &E cites the “ urgent need” for ad­ 
ditional electricity, especially if drought 
conditions persist and affect the com­ 
pany’s 64 hydroelectric plants. 
PG&E disputes the estimate that the 
Hosgri Fault, located three miles of­ 
fshore from the Diablo reactors, could 
generate an earthq uake of 7.5 
magnitude But the company also claims 
“ effectiveness of plant backup safety 
systems in reducing radiation releases. 


even if major damage occurs” during 
such a quake 
The NRC reported this month that the 
plant is adequately protected against 
possible breaks or cracks in important 
cooling water pipes, against fires and 
other emergencies. 
However, it has not been determined 
whether the plant or its safety systems 
could resist a major quake and prevent a 
“ meltdown” of the reactor’s uranium 
core and the escape of radioactive 
wastes 
Although PG&E is asking for an in­ 
terim operating license partly on the 
basis of forestalling an energy shortage, 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commission is 
still expected to consider only safety 
matters before granting a permit.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter is said to be encouraged by new 
U S contacts with the new generation of 
Chinese leaders, but he says full recogni­ 
tion of the mainland remains “ well into 
the future.” 
According to a top White House 
source. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance’s 
trip to China last week reinforced the ad­ 
ministration’s belief that this is “ a very 
propitious time for contact at the highest 
level.” 
Vance found China’s leadership to be 
competent, projecting a feeling of

House Press Secretary Jody Powell and 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski 
Powell reported that the first 75 
minutes were spent on China, and the 
remainder on southern Africa, the Mid­ 
dle East, the Panama Canal, the 
strategic arms limitation talks with the 
Soviet Union and a nuclear test ban. 
Vance’s visit provided the highest 
level U S -Chinese talks for either the 
new Carter administration or Premier 
Hua Kuo-feng. The contact between the 
two giants has been latent since the Nix­ 
on administration’s 1971 Shanghai Com­ 
munique. 
That communique was issued at the 
end of Richard Nixon’s first visit to 
China in 1972 It indicated agreement on 
the need for increased contracts between 
the two countries.

must be safe before we would go to the 
(NRC) board recommending the is­ 
suance of an interim license,” said Jess 
Crews, chief of reactor operations, 
western region. 
Crews said the NRC board would con­ 
sider the interim license request in Oc­ 
tober. during already-planned hearings 
on permanent licensing of the $1.5 billion 
plant. The commission is now estimating 
that it will decide on the interim license 
by January or February of next year at 
the “ earliest,” Crews said. 
“ If everything went beautifully,” he 
added, the decision on a permanent 
license could be expected by next sum­ 
mer. So PG &E might only have several 
months to gain in seeking an interim 
license. Crews said 
In its application to the NRC for the in­ 
terim license, PG&E says it plans two 
phases of modifications to increase the 
plant’s resistance to potential Hosgri 
earthquakes. 
The first phase, already under way, 
PG&E says, would be completed before 
either of the two Diablo reactors begins 
nuclear fission — the splitting of 
uranium atoms to produce heat energy. 
The second phase of modifications in­ 
volves areas of the plant where workers 
would not be exposed to dangerous 
radioactivity, the result of nuclear fis­ 
sion. 
PG&E says it can make “ some or all 
of the modifications ... after interim 
operation without significantly increas­ 
ing the risk to the public.” 
But the NRC, its review of seismic 
matters pending, may later decide that 
the plant requires more change than 
determined by F*G&E engineers. If so, as 
PG & E acknowledges, such changes 
“ would be difficult to make after opera­ 
tion, principally because the modifica­ 
tions require working for extended 
periods in areas where significant ex­ 
posure of radioactivity might be 
required.” 
For this reason, the NRC will probably 
consider seismic issues before deciding 
on whether to grant an interim license. 
In related news, four of 48 persons 
arrested August 7 in a staged “ oc­ 
cupation” of the Diablo plant, to protest 
its operation, last week were fined $500 
or. if they didn't have the money, five 
days in jail. The four had pleaded “ no lo 
contendré” to charges of trespassing and 
illegal assembly. 
The others arrested, who plead not 
guilty, will, in three groups, receive jury 
trials The first of these is scheduled to 
start tomorrow in San Luis Obispo 
County Municipal Court, the second Oc­ 
tober 4 and the third October 25

Free shuttle 
flight set 
next month

The second free flight test of the space 
shuttle orbiter Enterprise — rained out 
two weeks ago — has been rescheduled 
for “ no earlier than Sept 7” and will 
land on a much shorter, alternate 
runway at Edwards Air Force Base 
The second solo of the Enterprise was 
originally on tap for Aug 30, but the suc­ 
cess of the maiden flight prompted 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration officials at Edw ard’s 
Dryden Flight Research Center to move 
it up to Aug 26 
Then a freak tropical storm spawned 
by Hurricane Doreen flooded the dry 
Rogers Lake landing strip and forced the 
second free flight to be rescheduled 
again. 
The rains — almost an inch on parts of 
the high Mojave Desert base — left two 
to three inches of water pooled on large 
sections of the 12.5-mile runway 17 
where the Enterprise touched down in 
history books Aug. 12. 
Trudy Tiedeman, NASA spokeswoman 
at Dryden, today said 17 still has water 
standing and some large holes have 
developed from rapid drying under the 
intense desert sun 
NASA officials she said, have decided 
to switch the touchdown to runway 15 on 
the north side of the lakebed Crews are 
working today and tomorrow to lengthen 
and stripe runway 15 for the tentative 
Sept. 7 test flight. The strip is being ex­ 
tended from 3.7 to 5.5 miles with runway 
markings and some resurfacing. 
Although it is less than half the length of 
17, it should be more than long enough 
for the landing. 
At a higher elevation on the dry lake, 
runway 15 dryed faster and was spared 
much of the runoff which is still standing 
«1 17. Sections of 17 are now laden with a 
gooey mud that is so sticky, Tiedeman 
said base personnel last weekend had to 
rescue 42 mallard ducks hopelessly 
stranded in the muck. 
In preparation for the next free flight, 
the orbiter and its 747 taxi are to be 
remated sometime tomorrow afternoon. 
Tiedeman said NASA officials said they 
would remate the duo last Wednesday, 
but technicians were still checking out 
equipment on the orbiter today. 
The rain delay also will push back the 
third and fourth free flights from their 
original Sept. 16 and Oct. 13 dates, 
respectively. Tiedeman said new dates 
have not been set yet for these flights. 
The second orbiter crew, commander 
Joe H Engle, 44, and co-pilot Dick Truly, 
39, will man the controls of the second 
flight. Basically, Tiedeman said, it will 
be the same type of flight as the first 
free fall, designed to get the crew 
familiar with the handling qualities of 
the orbiter 


Brown circulates 
plan for tighter 
MediCal controls 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The Brown 
administration is circulating a new plan 
designed to clamp tighter state controls 
over claims in the state’s $2 6 billion 
Medi-Cal program for the poor, it was 
reported today. 
The new system was put together after 
extensive study of the current procedure 
which has been in operation for more 
than a decade. 
“ This effort represents another of the 
major initiatives which will bring about 
fundamental improvement in the state's 
ab ility to manage the Medi-Cal 
program,” Bruce Yarwood, a Health 
Department deputy director in charge of 
Medi-Cal, said in a cover letter accom­ 
panying the new plan, which is being cir­ 
culated quietly to key California law­ 
makers 


Copies of the statement should be 
available at local libraries within the 
next few days. 


The Space Transportation System is a 
blanket title for the space shuttle 
program. The announcement of the fil­ 
ing of the E IS comes in the wake of 
another announcement last week that the 
first of almost $100 million worth of STS 
contracts was awarded for initial 
architectural and engineering design of 
the space launch complex for the space 
shuttle. 


Vandenberg’s coastal location is a key 
in its selection as a space shuttle base. It 
is the only Air Force base on the West 
Coast where launches by large boosters 
do not fly over populated areas. 
Space shuttle construction is scheduled 
to begin at the base in 1979 with comple­ 


tion by the end of 1982. During the four 
years of building, the existing 8,000-foot 
runway will be lengthened to 15,000 feet, 
new facilities for storage, refueling and 
other space shuttle activities will be 
built and some existing roads will be 
modified for use as a tow route. 
The construction work force will ex­ 
ceed 400 for one year beginning about Oc­ 
tober, 1979 and peak at nearly 600 during 
the second quarter of 1980. 
The STS 
operational personnel will peak at 2,016 
in 1984 and level off at 1,693 in 1987.

Groups attack 
oil tax proposal 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Consumer, 
labor and industry groups alike are at­ 
tacking President Carter’s proposed tax 
on crude oil, a prime element in his 
program for conserving energy. 
The groups say an effort to kill the 
House-passed tax in the Senate next 
month is not the result of a formal 
organization or coalition But the effect 
may be the same. 
Included in the drive is the Consumer 
Federation of America, the largest 
organized consumer group in the 
country Others opposing the tax include 
the Teamsters Union, he6’4e4mpanies 
and other unions. 
Ed Rothschild, an energy lobbyist for 
the consumer federation, said “ we’re not 
associated in any way with the other 
groups We just happen to oppose the 
tax.” 
“ We re not part of any active, con­ 
scious coalition,” he said in an inter­ 
view. “ The fact that other groups are op­ 
posing it as well as us is just a fact.” 
His association fears the tax will result 
in higher consumer prices for petroleum 


products, even m ore than the 
administration estimates. The group 
would prefer to see price controls in­ 
stead 
Hearings are scheduled on the legisla­ 
tion the first week of September in the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
Carter wants to allow prices for 
domestic oil to rise to world levels, 
which are considerably higher than 
current U.S. prices, together with a new 
tax on domestic oil now being produced. 
Administration officials contend the 
tax is the major energy saving device in 
Carter’s program and will cut imports as 
well. 
The tax is designed to raise the cost to 
refiners up to the world price of oil in 
three stages of about $3 per barrel of 
price-controlled old oil. 
Americans would get a small income 
tax credit from the revenues, with 
special payments for those on Social 
Security and welfare. 
The tax on oil refiners could eventually 
add 7 cents to the price of a gallon of gas­ 
oline.

Young assists in Rhodesia 
peace proposal briefing 


PRETO RIA, South Africa (U P I) — 
U N Ambassador Andrew Young and 
Britain’s foreign secretary today briefed 
Prime Minister John Vorster on an 
Anglo-U.S 
proposal said to be 
Rhodesia’s last chance for peace. 
Young and British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen were seeking Vorster’s 
crucial endorsement of the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can plan for a peaceful shift to black 
majority rule in Rhodesia 
Also at the session, expected to last 
about three hours, was South African 
Foreign Minister Roelof Botha. 
Vorster’s endorsement of the plan is 
crucial because his white minority 
regime gives economic and military sup­ 
port to Rhodesia and thus has an influen­ 
tial voice in that country’s affairs. 
Young and Owen arrived in Johan­ 
nesburg Sunday from Lusaka, Zambia, 
where they made limited progress in 
persuading black Rhodesian nationalists 
and African heads of state to support the 
plan 
Owen, who has warned Rhodesia that 
the British-U.S. plan could be its last 
chance for a peaceful settlement, told 
reporters on his arrival that an “ inter­ 
nationally 
acceptable negotiated set­ 
tlement” was essential. 
“ Anything else will allow the violence 
to continue for many years.” 
But he said Britain would not offer 
South Africa any “ tradeoffs” in ex­ 


change for pressuring Prime Minister 
Ian Smith into accepting the Anglo- 
American peace plan 
“ Deals don't appeal to anyone,” he 
said. “ I don’t think they appeal to this 
government and they do not appeal to 
ours ” 


Young and Owen are expected to con­ 
fer with Smith in Salisbury Thursday. 
Details of the Anglo-U.S. plan are ex­ 
pected to be announced officially later 
this week, but Smith already has 
rejected one of its requirements as 
leaked to reporters — that Rhodesia’s 
army be disbanded before blacks take 
over. 


But Owen said he had “ not interpreted 
anything Mr. Smith has said as rejecting 
our proposals,” and appeared to hint that 
Smith's rejection was aimed at winning 
white votes in Rhodesia's forthcoming 
election 
In Lusaka, Young and Owen met twice 
during the weekend with Rhodesian 
nationalists Joshua Nkomo and Robert 
Mugabe, and once each with represen­ 
tatives from Tanzania, Zambia, Angola, 
Botswana and Mozambique. 
A British spokesman acknowledged 
the issue of who would control 
Rhodesia’s security forces in the interim 
period before majority rule was crucial, 
and said once that is settled, “ everything 
else should fall into place.”

Officials at the Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory said they would 
“blow off” a two-pound dust 
cover at the same tim e the 
Voyager is making a pitch turn 
maneuver 


They said timing the “ blow 
off” to the maneuver would 
snap the 7‘ 2-foot boom arm the 
one degree it needed to be fully 
extended The boom arm holds 
camera equipment 
“The pictures weren’t blur­ 
red. showing us the boom is 
rem aining stationary,” said 
Frank Bristow of the JPL 
“There is a chance it’s locked 
and we just didn’t get the 
signal.” 
The extension was first tried 
Friday, but an onboard comput­ 
er with a mind of its own 
countermanded JPL’s instruc­ 
tions However, scientists said 
they now know why the order 
was rejected. 
The rejection delayed for 
another two days the flight of 
the craft’s sister ship, Voyager 
I, which has now been reset for

The main computer is pro­ 
grammed to stop any maneuver 
when it appears something is 
am iss, such as the switching 
H owever, scien tists did not 
know why the second computer

FBI directs search 
for escapee, hostage 


MARQUETTE. Mich (UPI) 
— The search for an escaped 
prison farm trusty and his 
fe m a le h o s ta g e tu rn e d to 
northeast Wisconsin today and 
the FBI took control of the 5- 
day-old kidnaping case 
S ta te P o lic e Sgt. 
D a ry l 
Prudom said an unidentified 
Wisconsin man saw the two in a 
cabin late Sunday at a resort in 
Langlade County. 
Wisconsin 
He termed the lead “ tentative 
but encouraging ” 
Pictures of Douglas Henry. 
22. of Lansing and Evelyn Van- 
Tassel, 58. of Marquette were 
rushed to the resort area just 
across the state line from 
Michigan’s Upper Peninsula so 
the witness could confirm his 
sighting 
“ He saw them leaving the 
cabin in a blue Volkwagen 
Dasher (H enry’s getaway car), 
got suspicious and notified 
police right aw ay,” Prudom 
said 
“ He didn't even realize 
what he had seen, but police 
over there put two and two 
together But when they arrived 
at the cabin, no one was there 
“ As of now. the FBI is taking 


charge ot the case because it is 
across the state line All further 
searches are going to be made 
in northern Wisconsin and adja­ 
cent Michigan counties.” 
A state police helicopter from 
Lansing was ordered to the 
region to assist ground search­ 
ers combing the sparesly pop­ 
ulated resort areas on both 
sides of the state line 
Henry, described by a rela­ 
tive as “ a regular wild m an.” 
had not been sighted since late 
Thursday, when he abducted 
Mrs. VanTassel, the wife of a 
retired Northern Michigan Uni­ 
versity vice president, at the 
couple's cabin near Marquette 
Lansing police said Henry, 
who walked away from the 
M a r q u e tte 
S ta te 
P r iso n ’s 
Magnum Work Farm last Mon­ 
day. had a potential for violence 
even though his criminal record 
involved mostly petty offenses 
“ All I’m doing is praying for 
that poor woman,” said Ralph 
I) Henry, of Laingsburg, Mich , 
the convict's stepfather “ He’s 
a regular wild man. When 
something sets him off. he goes 
absolutely crazy.” 


BRUSSELS. Belgium (UPI) 
— The 10 per cent devaluation 
by Sweden and 5 per cent 
devaluations by Norway and 
Demark triggered a rush into 
Swiss francs and Deutschmarks 
today, causing a drop in dollar 
exchange rates on most Euro­ 
pean money markets 
In Zurich, the dollar fell to an 
all-time low of 2 37105 Swiss 
francs against 2 3759 Friday 
night. In Frankfurt, the dollar 
dropped from 2.3147 to 2 3085 
marks. 
“ N atu rally w ith all this 
devaluation talk investors and 
speculators want to get into 
Sw iss 
fran cs and G erm an 
m arks,” a Swiss dealer said 
“ As far as we can tell, the 
Scandinavian devaluations are 
the only reason for the decline 
in the dollar,” he said 


The demand for marks also 
caused a slight drop in other 
“ sn a k e ” cu rren cies — the 
monetary alignment in which 
several 
European 
countries 
keep their currencies closely 
linked 
while 
floating jointly 
against the dollar 


In Brussels, the dollar went 
up from 35 61 to 35 65 Belgian 
francs and in Amsterdam from 
2 4452 to 2 4486 guilders 
In Paris, the dollar eased 
from 4 9032 to 4 8975 French 
francs and in Milan from 881 70 
to 881 50 lire 


In Tokyo, the dollar closed at 
266 65 yen against 267 15 Fri­ 
day. 
London markets were closed 
for the August bank holiday 
Gold rose 75 cents in Zurich, 
opening at $145 875 an ounce

at burned U.S. Embassy 


Airline pilots warned 
not to fly in storms 


WASHINGTON ( U P I) - Air­ 
lines are being warned not to 
pressure pilots to fly through 
marginal w eather just to stay 
on schedule 
The National Transportation 
Safety Board, noting an alarm ­ 
ing jump in the number of 
crash es caused by thu nd er­ 
s to rm s . say s airlin e s also 
should tell pilots to d elay 
takeoffs or landings during 
thunderstorms, abort landings 
whenever rough weather upsets 
an approach and use on-board 
radar to bypass storms instead 
of trying to dodge through 
them 
Better methods also must be 
found to get updated weather 
information to pilots, who often 
must rely on their own radar to 
find storms and frequently are 
unable to judge storm hazards 
because of workload or radar 
limitations, the board said 
In a letter to 42 airline presi­ 
d e n ts , s a f e ty b o a rd c h ie f 
Webster Todd said a recent 
study of c rash es caused by 
storms showed “ comparatively 
few pilots are self-motivated to 
fly into thunderstorms because 
of 
competitiveness 
overcon­ 
fidence, underestimation of the 
situation and a desire to get 
home ” 
But he said there was some 


evidence that pressure to stay 
on schedule does cause “the 
overzealous pilot” to fly into 
marginal weather 
“Consequently,” he said, “ we 
urge air carrier management to 
exercise care in presenting its 
policies or procedures to avoid 
influencing the pilot’s judgment 
in this regard 
The safety board said nine 
airline crashes during thunder­ 
storm s cau sed a total 251 
deaths between 1972 and 1976 
By contrast, it said, there were 
only two thunderstorm crashes 
with no fatalities between 1964 
and 1971.

But U.S. Ambassador Mal­ 
colm Toon reported no security 
breach in the fire and said he 
saw no reason to suspect a 
“ sinister Soviet backdrop” to 
the blaze, which was blamed on 
an electrical fault 


The squad of four Navy 
Seabees, four Marines and two 
structural engineers flew into 
Moscow Sunday to assess the 
condition of the upper floors of 
the 10-story. 27-year-old buil­ 
ding, where the fire did the 
most damage. 
An embassy spokesman said 
the team was ex p ected to 
report by late today on “how 
serious the damage is ”

Carter is scheduled to fly to 
the West Coast to speak before

The fire broke out late Friday 
night on the eighth floor of the

The Soviets claim ed the blaze 
was burning through the 10th 
floor and asked to be allowed in. 
Toon said, but U S 
security 
agents checked the area, found 
no sign of fire and denied the 
firemen access.

When it’s summer here, it’s winter in 
Bangkok. Thailand. But the temperature 
never gets below 60 degrees. 
No wonder Mayura Manakit is 
sometimes cold. 
And no wonder one of the first things 
her American “ mother,” Eva Boyd, did 
on Mayura's arrival several weeks ago 
was to buy her an electric blanket. 
Mayura, 18 (whose nickname is 
“ Ouie” ), will live this year with the Ken­ 
neth R. Boyd family, 233 Amherst Place, 
as an American Field Service student. 
She will attend Lompoc High School as 
a senior with her American “ sister,” 
Janet, 16, who will be a junior there. 
Mayura is one of 53.079 students from 
84 countries who have studied in the 
United States under the American Field 
Service program from 1947-77. Of these, 
1,326 have been from Thailand. 
Mayura finds everything very expen­ 
sive in the United States, perhaps 
primarily because one dollar of our 
money is equal to 20 “ baht” in Thailand 
where people only earn an average of 100 
baht per month. 
“ Before I ’m here,” she says, “ I just 
got 50 cents for a day to spend for 
lunch.” 
Here, at her favorite fast-food 
restaurant, she is shocked to see her new 
friends sometimes spend several dollars. 
Cars, a Datsun or Toyota, she says cost 
$10,000 or as much as a house does there. 
Until she came to the United States she 
had never seen a trailer because “ we 
have no camping in Thailand They have 
no time — only 10 days for a vacation so 
they want to stay home, I think.” 
For this reason she was especially in­ 
terested in a camping trip to the Sierras 
Janet was making with a church group. 
The Lompoc High School AFS club presi­ 
dent, Valerie Peterson, was planning to 
teach Mayura to play tennis while Janet 
was away 
Mayura seems tremendously impres­ 
sed with the Lompoc “ quiet” as com­ 
pared to Bangkok, a noisy metropolis of 
approximately 5 million people 
Responsible for much of the growth 
there, she says, is that “ when they stop 
growing rice they must wait for rain for 
four to six months period and they come 
to Bangkok looking for a job.” 
Homelife, for Mayura, is much noisier, 
too than at the Boyds since her large 
family includes mother and father, three 
sisters and a brother 
She says several 
extra boys also live with her family 
which adds to the confusion. 
The Bovd family has dwindled to Janet 
Fall semester plans for Campus Chris­ 
tian Fellowship (C C F), an inter­ 
denominational chartered club at Allan 
Hancock College, include a weekly 
Prayer and Praise group meeting at 
noon Wednesdays, small Bible study 
groups throughout the week, a monthly 
Friday evening meeting for fellowship 
(usually a potluck dinner followed by 
guest speaker or film) and weekend con­ 
ferences and retreats 
CCF is a recognized chapter of Inter- 
Varsity Christian Fellowship (IVCF), 
founded in 1940 and consisting of Chris­ 
tian student groups in chapters on over 
400 colleges nationwide with numerous 
related groups all over the world, ac­ 
cording to Nadine Ricks, an instructor at 
Allan Hancock College. 
Kerry Moore, a Lompoc native and Cal 
Poly graduate is the IVCF staff worker 
assigned to Allan Hancock this year and 
will be on campus Wednesdays and Fri­ 
days teaching, counseling and helping 
students with their activities. 


Rembrandt etchings 
to be exhibited 


The Etchings of Rembrandt and his 
Followers, an exhibition of 90 works 
drawn from the collection of Dr. Robert 
J Engle of Los Angeles, will be shown at 
the Santa Barbara Museum of Art 1130

The exhibition, sponsored by the Santa 
Barbara Museum of Art and the J. Paul 
Getty Museum, will include fine etchings 
by Rembrandt as well as a represen­ 
tative group by his major students and 
followers:

The tech niq ue em ployed by 
Rembrandt and his followers enabled 
them to interpret the traditional biblical 
and mythological subjects in a more 
direct and more personal way, lending 
them an expression and immediacy they 
had not previously had 
The catalog which will accompany the 
show is being written by Burton 
Fredericksen, curator of paintings at the 
J Paul Getty Museum, and Richard J.

SAUSALITO (U P I) - Terror­ 
ist bombs and fire at a Pacific 
Gas and Electric Co. substation 
knocked out the power to 6.016 
homes early today in this scenic 
community on San Francisco 
Bay. police said 
“ A number of explosive 
devices were placed on trans­ 
formers” said Barry Cossette. 
PG & E spokesman. Fire broke 
out inside the station following 
the blasts but was quickly ex­ 
tinguished by the city fire 
department. 
PG & E crews restored ser­ 
vice to most of the homes 
within 3^ hours, but 1,355 
homes in the immediate area of 
the substation remained dark 
and could be without electric 
power for another 24 hours.

SALT LA K E CITY (U PI) - 
Mormon Church leaders and 
members of the Brigham 
Young Family Association to­ 
day honored the 100th anni­ 
versary of the death of Young- 
a giant of a man who led the 
westward migration to Utah, 
wed more than two dozen 
women and convinced his 
followers the desert could 
"blossom as the rose ” 


Young became the second 
president of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints 
after founder Joseph Smith was 
killed by a man in June of 1844 
Young directed the church s 
followers to leave western 
Illinois in the dead of winter 
and journey more than a 1.000 
miles to the Salt Lake Valley. 


But it wasn't until five 
months after the Mormon 
Pioneers arrived here that 
Young was officially sustained 
as president of the church, on 
Dec 5, 1847. at the age of 46

Grand jury investigation 
set in salt overdose death 
State official nominees scheduled for hearings 


C LEV ELA N D (U P I) - The 
Cuyahoga County Grand Jury 
will investigate the death of of a 
6-year-old boy because the cor­ 
oner’s office has ruled homicide 
by an overdose of salt 
" I have never seen a case like 
this before in my 10 years of 
medical and legal work,” said 
Dr 
Charles Hirsch, deputy 
Cuyahoga County coroner 
Hirsch said Robert Arnold, 6, 
Cleveland, died last Tuesday of 
an ab no rm ally excessive 
amount of salt eaten during an 


"ordinary meal.” 
" It ’s not as though anyone sat 
down and fed him cyanide,” 
Hirsch said "There are many 
degrees of homicide that don’t 
specify an intent to kill.” 


The deputy coroner said the 
boy had a "salt craving" and 
used large amounts of salt but 
did not die of a cummulative ef­ 
fect' He declined to say how 
much salt was consumed in the 
fatal meal or how the food was 
salted

OAKLAND (UPI) — Mara­ 
thon negotiations in the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit (BART) 
policemen's strike ended at 
1:45 a m. today with little 
progress reported, leaving 
135,000 commuters faced with a 
third day of limited service. 
Negotiators began meeting at 
10 a m Sunday and continued 
off and on for nearly 16 hours 
before recessing They planned 
to resume talks later today. 
The police officers began 
striking on Thursday despite a 
court order banning a walkout 
They faced a contempt of court 
hearing at 9 a.m today before 
Alameda Superior Court Judge 
William J. Hayes. 
Representatives of the 79 of­ 
ficers and 19 support workers in 
B A R T ’s police department 
called the strike because of a 


failure to reach contract 
agreement A majority of the 
members of BART’s two major 
unions. Amalgamated Transit 
Union. Local 1555; and Service 
Employees, Local 390, stayed 
off the job because of the 
pickets 
BART operated limited ser­ 
vice between 6 a m and 7 p.m. 
on Thursday and Friday. The 
trains do not operate during the 
weekend and commuters today 
faced continuation of reduced 
train service operated by super- 
visory personnel until the 
policemen agreed to return to 
the job and picket signs were 
removed 
“ We suggest you seek alter­ 
nate means of transportation if 
possible,’’ during the strike, a 
BART telephone recording told 
worried commuters 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A 
woman accused of imprisoning 
mentally deficient persons and 
stealing their pension checks 
was being held today by Los 
Angeles County sheriff’s depu­ 
ties pending her possible ex­ 
tradition to Texas.

San Quentin administrative 
officer Michael Madding said 
guards saw Savas stabbing

Madding said a guard 
fired a warning shot and 
Hendricks stopped fighting, but 
Savas continued to assault the 
black inmate “ with a weapon in 
his hand ” 


Whaling halt supporters

Gary Young of the Greenp­ 
eace Foundation said the 
meeting took place about 1200 
miles west of San Francisco

The representatives of the 
Greenpeace ship, the “ James 
Bay,” were Greenpeace presi­ 
dent Patrick Moore, photogra­ 
pher Rex Wylie, translator 
Rusty Frank and Bob Taunt 


Young said that the Greenp­ 
eace members radioed from 
the “ James Bay” that many of 
the young Russians were 
sympathetic to the Greenpeace 
drive to save the whales He 
said that the crew and the cap­ 
tain conceded that whales are 
almost gone from the Pacific 
Ocean 
The anti-whaling protestors 
said they have spent 12 days 
with the Russian fleets this 
summer and have seen only 
eight whales killed 
Young said the “ James Bay” 
is now returning to Monterey 
after giving the Russian whal­ 
ers Greenpeace T-shirts and 
buttons. 


Probe of crash fatal 
to family under way 


SCIPIO, Utah (U PI) - A 
four-man National Transporta­ 
tion Safety Board investigating 
team says it will take three or 
four days to fully piece together 
events surrounding a tragic 
highway crash that killed a 
vacationing California family 
of eight 
The team arrived in this 
west-central Utah farming 
community Sunday and visited 
the Aug 26 crash site where a 
tractor-trailer smashed headon 
into a van carrying the New­ 
bury. Calif., family—instantly 
killing the man, his wife and 
their six children 
The investigators said they 
would attempt an extensive 
reconstruction of the mishap 
and vehicles “ We’re going to 
conduct an investigation 
similar to the way we proceed 
in catastrophic aviation ac­ 
cidents ’’ 
Utah Transportation Depart­ 
ment officials said portions of 
U S Highway 91 were “ prime 
examples” of places where 
freeways must be finished to 
handle “ rapidly increasing traf­ 
fic volumes and accident 
rates ” 
The narrow two-lane road is 
part of a 31-mile death strip 
which has been the scene of 17 
deaths since July 5 All have in­ 
volved semi-trucks. A total of 
23 persons have died in nine ac­ 
cidents on the route so far this 
year 
The collision Aug 26 killed all 
eight members of the Farrell A 
Lee Jr , family, including 8- 
month-old Michael, who recent­ 
ly underwent successful surg­ 
ery to save his one good eye 
The family decided to take a 
vacation after M ichael’s 


ordeal, but the trip ended in ins­ 
tant and violent death on the 
road between Las Vegas, Nev , 
and Salt Lake City. 
The road is slated to become 
part of Interstate 15 But com­ 
pletion of the divided highway 
has been delayed while local of­ 
ficials fought with the state 
highway department over the 
exact route 
The young Mormon family 
was headed for Bountiful, Utah 
to visit relatives and planned to 
visit Mr 
Lee’s parents in 
Spokane, Wash , on the way 
back to California. 
The semi-pulling two empty 
trailers was driven by Richard 
H Miller, 30, Fullerton. Calif 
It apparently wandered more 
than three feet into the opposite 
lane and slammed headon into 
the Lee s van Rescue workers 
worked for hours to pry the vic- 
tims out of the mangled 
wreckage 
In other accidents this sum­ 
mer on the lethal stretch: five 
members of an Ohio family 
died when their motorhome 
was hit by a semi.

N ow h a lf o f th e urban 
guerrillas wanted by Federal 
Criminal Police on suspicion of 
murder, bombings, bank rob- 
beries and associated crim e are 
women. 
W riters and psychologists 
puzzle over the leading and 
violent role women play in the 
urban guerrilla movem ent, and 
the fact that most of them come 
fro m 
upper m id d le 
c la s s 
families. 
Suggested explanations range 
from sexual dependency on 
m ale g u e r r illa s to rev o lt 
against the family. But even the 
authors of these suggestions ad­ 
m it they are only guesses. The 
women them selves say they are 
in political revolt against a 
s>stem they consider repres­ 
sive. 
In the most recent case, 
Susanne Albrecht, daughter of a 
wealthy Hamburg lawyer, led a 
man and another woman into 
the home of banker Juergen 
Ponto. her father's close friend 
and a man who always had con­ 
sidered her as a goddaughter. 
She handed him a bouquet of 
*ed roses just before the man 
with her opened fire on Ponto 
Police say one of the two 
women, perhaps Miss Albrecht, 
also fired at Ponto. Ponto was 
killed 
l lrike Meinhof, a left-wing 
journalist who abandoned hus- 
nd and two children when she

turned to violence, opened the 
terrorist era on May 14. 1970, 
when, assisted by the two other 
women, she shot a guard in 
West Berlin to free Andreas 
Baader, then in jail for arson 


Mrs. Meinhof acted because 
of disappointment with the lack 
of results achieved by the leftist 
“ A n tip a r lia m e n ta r y 
O p­ 
position” which set out during 
the late 1960 s to reform West 
German society. 


Early in 1968, Mrs. Meinhof 
told an interviewer that fellow 
leftw ing intellectuals ‘‘have 
gone far enough in their theory 
to know that armed action is 
necessary for the revolution but 
they are afraid to take the 
step.” 


She broke the im passe by 
forming the “Red Army Fac­ 
tion'' and by personally leading 
the shooting raid that freed 
Baader 
Germany's urban guerrillas 
then becam e known as the 
Baader-Meinhof gang 
The women on the federal 
criminal police’s wanted list 
now Include Ingeborg Baz, for 
bank 
r o b b e r y ; 
G a b r ie le 
K roecher-T iedem ann, 
con ­ 
victed in 1973 of the attempted 
m u rd er 
of a 
p o lic e m a n , 
suspected of one or two killings 
during an attack on OPEC 
headquarters in Vienna in 1975; 
an d 
A n g e lik a 
L iu t h e r , 
suspected of bank robberies and 
of participation in the slaying of 
W'est Berlin Judge Guenter von 
Drenkmann 


Also, Juliane Plambeck. also 
suspected of participation in 
Drenkmann’s murder; Astrid 
Proll. sought for participation 
in the attempted murder of 
policemen; 
Ingrid Siepmann, 
convicted bank robber; An­

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Be­ 
lying the tranquility of the visi­ 
ble sky, the invisible universe 
as viewed by X-ray detectors 
above Earth’s atmospheric cur­ 
tain is a theater of bizarre and 
violent performances. 


Its a cto rs include w hite 
dwarfs, neutron stars and, pos­ 
sibly, black holes — the re­ 
m ains of heavyw eight stars 
shrunk to infinitesim ally small 
v o lu m es w hich h ave such 
gravity that nothing can escape 
their pull. 


A sa te llite nam ed Uhuru 
launched five years ago discov­ 
ered about 200 sources of X- 
rays in the sky, whetting the ap­ 
petites of an audience of Earth- 
bound astronomers anxious to 
get a clear look at the universe 
from the X-ray viewpoint. 


They now have a powerful 
new set of eyes in space. The 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration launched a sa­ 
tellite Aug. 12 called a High 
Energy Astronomical Observa­ 
tory — or HEAO — into an orbit 
273 to 281 m iles high 


The spacecraft, largest as­ 
tronomical satellite ever or­ 
bited, carries a set of X-ray 
telescopes expected to expand 
the known number of objects 
emitting X-rays to 2.000 


“It will survey the X-ray sky 
from the edge of the sun to the 
edge of the universe,” said Dr. 
Herbert 
Friedman, 
principal 
investigator of a large X-ray 


mapper prepared by the Naval 
Research Laboratory. 
He said the in stru m en ts 
aboard HEAO are powerful 
enough to observe X-ray em it­ 
ting clusters of galaxies so far 
away that they date back to 
nearly the beginning of time. 


HEAO is the first of three 
satellites designed to examine 
the high 
en ergy 
radiation 
stream ing in toward Earth 
from throughout the universe. 
The second HEAO w ill be 
launched next year with the 
third in 1979 


“This is really a mission of 
discovery,” said Dr 
Richard 
H alp ern . d ir e c to r of high 
energy astrophysics payloads 
for NASA 


“ T here 
have been som e 
previous small missions, but 
for the first time we have put 
together a payload that will 
enable our astrophysicists to go 
into details of what is happen­ 
ing in the high energy sky. 
“ We think we know what’s 
there, but alm ost certainly 
what we find out is going to be 
different from what we think 
we are going to find out.” 
Friedman said in a report 


prepared before the HEAO 
launch that one class of objects 
the o b se rv a to ry m ay see 
evidence of are various types of 
compact stars ranging from the 
w hite dwarfs to theoretical 
black holes 
He said a lightweight star like 
our sun will end up as a white 
dwarf when it runs out of 
nuclear fuel billions of years 
from now. 
It will collapse 


catastrophically into an object 
no bigger than Earth and so 
dense that aspoonful of its mat­ 
ter will weigh a ton. 
“ Middleweight 
stars crash 
down to neutron star density 
about a billion tons per cubic 
inch (100 million times white 
dwarf density), like 100 times 
the m a ss of Mt. E v e r est 
squeezed into a thim ble. 
Freidman said. 


“Heavweight stars collapse 
in a millionth of a second into 
b la ck h o le s 
shru nk to a 
physically unim aginable, in­ 
finitesimal volume and infinite 
density.” 
He said white dwarfs can be 
seen by large optical telescopes 
if the stars are nearby, “but 
neutron stars and black holes 
hide most of their secrets in the 
invisible spectrum of X-rays.”

Being a star can get difficult 


DPI Education Editor 
Some teachers have more 
than a fair share of pupils 
screaming for extra atten­ 
tion. 
These students range from 
super bright to the learning dis­ 
abled 
In between are the 
hyperactives — the boys and 
girls who seem to have ants in 
their pants. 
This being so. there has 
developed in schools across 
America “ the class size prob­ 
lem." 
School boards dictate a cer­ 
tain number of pupils per class. 
But a teacher with a lot of stu­ 
dents in her class requiring 
twice as much attention as the 
average has a bigger teaching 
job Double trouble, you might 
say. 
The demands on her time 
may go beyond any possibility 
of doing justice to all the pupils. 
Educators these days are 
looking at Denver s Weighted 
F’upil Plan as one way of solv­ 
ing the class size problem. The 
Denver Plan has been in opera­ 
tion since January. 
Here's how it works: 
— Students are “ weighted" 
according to their degree of 
“ instructional difficulty." 


— A normal student, for ex­ 
ample, equals 10; a gifted one, 
1.5; a bilingual one, 1.5; learn­ 
ing disabled one, 2.0; hyperac­ 
tive or emotionally disturbed 
one, 2 5. 
Say the stated class size is 25 
pupils per teacher. Each 
teacher gets the number of 
pupils whose points add up to 
25 If they’re 25 normal ones, 
she gets 25 
If they’re ten gifted, that’s 
the equivalent of 15 nortnal She 
gets 10 normal also 
Twenty 
pupils. 25 points If they’re ten 
hyperactive or emotionally dis­ 
turbed, the teacher’s load will 
be 2 5 by 10 — getting her up to 
the 25 level with just ten stu­ 
dents 
The experimental class size 
formula is part of the contract 
between the school board and 
the 
D e n v e r 
C la s s ro o m 
Teachers Association 
The National Education As­ 
sociation says the weighted 
cla ss size fo rm u la may 
“ revolutionize 
teacher con­ 
tracts." 
The formula is seen as one 
way for schools to meet some of 
the problems expected from 
“ mainstreaming" 
of 
hand­ 
icapped students. 


Persistence pay off 
in man-powered flight 


Since passage of the Educa­ 
tion for All Handicapped 
Children's act, a federal law, 
teachers have complained they 
don't have the training or extra 
resources to deal with many 
handicapped boys and girls in 
their classrooms 
The federal law to be fully 
implemented by 1978, says that 
any handicapped child — blind, 
deaf, mentally retarded, crip­ 
pled — has a right to equal 
education in his local public 
school. No need to go to a 
special school for the handicap­ 
ped 
An “ education prescrip­ 
tion" will be written for each 
handicapped child 
The prototype of Denver’s 
class size formula was a con­ 
tract negotiated by the Lodi, 
Calif., Education Association 
several years ago. 
It has worked well there. 
In fact. Lodi teachers, backed 
by the community, convinced 
the board to cancel an $800,000 
swimming pool to enable it to 
continue putting $100.000 into 
elass-size relief 
But the idea hasn’t been 
picked up elsewhere in Califor­ 
nia. 
Bob Stahl, assistant director 
of the California Teachers As­ 
sociation, 
says “ You don’t 
write it (the weighted pupil 
program) into a contract and 
sav — let it work "

NEW O RLEAN S (U P I) - 
Charles Daunis dreams of the 
day the phrase “ take two 
aspirins and call me in the mor­ 
ning" will no longer be the 
medical 
profession’s most 
familiar prescription 


Daunis, himself a doctor, is 
the guiding force behind a new 
clinic in New Orleans that even­ 
tually will provide routine fami­ 
ly medical care 24-hours a day, 
seven days a week. 


There is no reason, Daunis 
says, a working man should be 
effectively prevented from ob­ 
taining good medical care 
without losing a day’s pay. 
“ I'm a doctor, and even me — 
if I get sick, I have to take a day 
off to see a doctor," he said 
“ Or if my kid gets sick. I have 
to take a day off " 
The Sara Mayo Hospital In­ 
dustrial Medical Center, the 
clinic Daunis operates with 
three other doctors, is based on 
that philosophy 
Though it is 
only open 12 hours a day at pre­ 
sent, Daunis foresees the day a 
person could come in at 2 a.m. 
for a routine physical examina­ 
tion — without an appointment 
The clinic opened in mid-July 
and has been well accepted by 
patients. Daunis said in an in­ 
terview

childhood things. “ We got to 
see things that ordinary kids 
don’t get to see 
Things you 
study about in history books.” 
The softspoken. handsome 
young man was recovering 
from a cold and although he had 
to take frequent breaks to 
regain his strength, he re­ 
m ain ed 
s m ilin g 
and 
cooperative throughout a day­ 
long session of interviews He is 
confident about his ability and 
the group’s overwhelming suc­ 
cess, but still appears down to 
earth and even a trifle shy.

With bi-winged crop dusters 
and huge 747s passing over­ 
head. Bryan Allen spent most of 
his early mornings at a tiny 
desert airstrip trying to achieve 
one of man’s earlierst dreams 
— man-powered flight 
As far back as the 1400s 
Leonardo Da Vinci was trying 
to fly with human power and 
failing 
Since then, success in flying 
has come to man by using 
engines or soaring on the winds. 
Never by his own steam. 
That’s what Allen, 24, persist­ 
ed in trying to do. 
Several times he almost 
made it, in a craft made of 
cardboard, extremely thin 
aluminum, balsa wood, piano 
wire, celophane tape. Styro­ 
foam and rope 
The entire craft, dubbed the 
Gossamer Condor, is covered 
with a thin sheet of clear plastic 
that looks like Saranwrap Its 
96-foot see-through wing, with a 
plastic enclosed cockpit hang­ 
ing below, weighs only 70 
pounds, including the bicycle 
pedal setup which turns the 
propeller. 
Allen and the craft’s desig­ 
ner. Paul M acCready, an 
aeronautical 
engineer 
and 
former soaring champion, had 
achieved human-power flight 
but not at recognizably suffi­ 
cient distances to say they’d 
really done it 
Until Tuesday. McCready an­ 
nounced 
su ccess in the 
endeavor at 7 a m at Shafter 
Airport It meant not only an 


aviation first; it also meant 
$86.000. the amount offered by 
British industrialist Henry 
Kremer to the first man to 
achieve man-powered flight 
Kremer first offered the 
award in 1959, putting up 5,000 
pounds sterling for the first 
Briton to sustain flight in a 
manpowered aircraft. 
Eight years later, with the 
prize stili unclaimed, he opened 
the offer to international com-, 
petition and in 1973 upped the 
stakes to 50,000 pounds, about 
$86.000 


Until recently, Allen, Mac­ 
Cready and their ground crew 
worked in secrecy with the only 
outsider being 
an official 
observer to verify the fight 
when they made it. 
But they decided to unveil 
their project to interested 
observers when MacCready 
realized the Condor was far 
ahead of similar attempts by a 
group of Japanese 


Two attempts were aborted 
recently, one when the craft’s 
wing touched a pylon on a 180- 
degree. the other when the belly 
of the Condor touched ground, 
also during a turn 
To qualify for the prize, the 
craft had to clear a 10-foot 
barrier at the start and then 
complete the figure-8 course, 
remaining 10 feet off the ground 
throughout 
With Allen pedaling furiously, 
the Condor had no trouble get­ 
ting over the barrier. It was 
sustained 
flight that proved 
hard to accomplish

New book tells jury's 
side of Corona trial 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
Since everyone in the United 
States is at least theoretically 
eligible to serve on a jury, it is 
surprising that more has not 
been written about what goes 
on in the jury room 
Even well-published trials 
generally do not result in much 
talk or print about what the 
jury actually did during the 
time it was deciding the fate of 
the defendant 
But Victor Villasenor has 
done just that with a trial and 
he has selected one that got a 
great deal of publicity — the 
case of Juan Corona, found 
guilty of 25 m urders in 
Northern California 
The book is “ Jury,” pub­ 
lished by Little, Brown Co. of 
Boston ($8 95). 
The author, through the 
process of interview, checking, 
cross-checking and re-inter­ 
viewing. has recreated a 
minute-by-minute 
description 
of the eight days it took the 12 
jurors to arrive at its verdict. 
Even though the outcome is 
known from the first page of the 
book. Villasenor manages to 


keep up the suspense through­ 
out his account He begins when 
the judge gives the case to the 
jury and through the use of 
flashback brings up pertinent 
parts of the trial as the jurors 
perceived them. 
The 10 men and two women 
involved had to work their way 
through the testimony of 117 
witnesses 
about 980 exhibits 
and more than 9.000 pages of 
trial transcript. 
Of course they did not dis­ 
cuss. or even consider, much of 
the evidence, but those state­ 
ments and exhibits brought up 
in the jury room show clearly 
the working of the 12 minds 
struggling with Corona's fate 
In all. the jury took 15 ballots 
— 14 of which were divided — 
before gaining unanimity. 
Villasenor tells in an after­ 
word what happened to the 12 
people most intimately in­ 
volved with Corona's fate in the 
months and years that have 
passed Obviously, none is the 
same as when the lengthy trial 
started — and most of the 
changes were wrought in that 
jury room

Drag racing, the last bastion of m ale dom inance has been invaded by a 5-foot-4 
110-pound com petitor by the nam e of Shirley (‘‘don’t call me Cha-Cha anym ore” ) 
Muldowney. 


For the last 20 years, Muldowney has been trying to m ake a nam e for herself in the 
crazy world of drag racing. 


Now, 20 years later, the lady is for real. 


Driving a pink dragster, Shirley is anything but 
a passive 
women out for 
a 
Sunday 
drive 


She’s as com petitive as they com e 
‘‘If the c a r is right. I ’ll blow everybody door s off,” she says with grit determ ina­ 
tion 
In the past year Shirley has become the driver to reckon 
with in 
the top 
fuel divi­ 
sion — the cream of the drag racing crop 
In three different m eets, Shirley has established new speeds for the piston-driven 
cars 
At Beeline Raceway in Phoenix in January. Shirley becam e the first driver to sur­ 
pass 250 m iles an hour with a run of 252 10 for the quarter mile 
To m ake the speed official, according to the rules of the National Hot Rod Assn.. 
(NHRA) Shirley had to run within one per cent of the original run She didn’t make it 
but bigger and better things were ahead 
Two weeks after her run at Beeline, Shirley set a track record at the NHARA- 
sponsored W internationals at Pomona 
Shirley’s closest competition was the King of Drag Racing — Don “ Big Daddy’ 
Garlits. 
In a qualifying pass they were side-by-side. som ething drag racing prom oters 
would charge $8 bucks a head to see, but W international fans got a freebie 
G arlits looked to have an early lead, but that quickly vanished as Shirley 
overhauled “ Big Daddy” to set the track record at 5 85 seconds or 248 10 m.p h. 
Mechanical problem s forced Muldowney out of the finals at the W internationals. 
but it didn’t stop her from become one of the most feared drivers on the circuit 
In early May, Muldowney found the air at Orange County Raceway to her liking as 
she scream ed down the quarter mile track in 5 77 seconds or 253 10, another potential 
record 
But the weather w asn’t so accom m odating 
Shortly after her pass, the heavens 
opened up and the rain washed out the rest of the program 
For a third time, drag racing's F irst Lady had been thw arted in an attem pt to set 
an official world's record 
Being able to set all these speed records, one would tend to think Muldowney is a 
mechanical whiz. 
On the contrary. While Shirley can drive a car straight and true, she is at a loss 
when it com es to tearing an engine down, diagnosing the problem and making it right 
before the next run. 
In short — Shirley’s a driver, not a m echanic. 
The m echanical bram trust for the Muldowney team is Conrad (Connie) Kalitia. the 
first man to ever drive a piston-engme m achine over 200 m iles an hour 
We attended the W internationals and watched as Muldowney set the track record 
While strolling in the pits after the record run. we spied the Muldowney crew 
feverishly working on the engine 
We walked over the car and casually inquired how long it was going to take to put a

SOFIA. BULGARIA (UPI) - 
The next World Student Games 
to be held in 1979 in Mexico will 
be marked by the first soccer 
competition in the history of the 
Games 
This was learned Sunday as 
the 1977 Games closed after a 
record number of 4,600 athletes 
from nearly 90 countries had 
competed in the past 10 days in 
10 different sports. 
“The number of sports will 
remain the same in Mexico,” 
one Mexican official said. “ But 
we will stage the first-ever stu­ 
dents soccer tournam ent. One 
of the other sports, probably 
either wrestling or fencing, will 
be dropped.” 
The M exicans, who were 
awarded the 1979 Games during 
a World Students Union (FISU) 
meeting, said they made use of 
their right as the next host 
country to propose that soccer 
be included in the program. 
Their wish was granted, the of­ 
ficial said. 
FISU president Prim o Nebi- 
olo of Italy said there was no in­ 
tention to enlarge the program 
but there was no imm ediate 
decision on what sport will be 
left out in favor of soccer 
The Mexicans said they will 
stage the 1979 students soccer 
tournament in four different 
c i t i e s 
— 
M e x ic o 
C ity , 
G uadalajara, Puebla and Mon­ 
terey. 
Nebiolo said he was pleased 
by the fact that an increasing 
number of countries showed in­ 
terest in bidding for future 
World Student Games. 
“There w ere tim es when 
hardly any country appeared in­ 


te re s te d in sta g in g th e se 
G am es,” he said "But now we 
have already had a serious bid 
from C anada for the 1981 
G am es and other countries 
have also voiced interest in 
future bids ” 


One of the other countries 
was West Germany 


"We are discussing the pos­ 
sibility of submitting an official 
bid,” one West German official 
said. “ We have at least 10 
German cities who would like 
to stage the Games ”

Scary tale of spiders 


POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — My biggest cleaning problem is with 
spiders and cobwebs 1 cannot get the upper hand with 
these pesky insects Do you or any of the readers have a 
home remedy or is a professional exterminator 
necessary’’ —THERESA 
DEAR THERESA — Spiders do have one good point — 
they destroy flies and other insects. Brush the webs off 
and be sure to get into all corners. A broom with a clean 
cloth tied around it worhs well for this. Perhaps you 
have been leaving some of those little white eggs that 
must be crushed. After cleaning the surface well, close 
the windows and doors and spray with a good household 
insecticide spray, being sure to aim at the corners. 
When there seems to he a faint mist around, leave the 
room closed for about 15 or 20 minutes. Burn all the 
trash you may sweep up after cleaning webs down from 
walls and celling. Be sure there is no fire of any kind in 
the room, such as a burning cigarette, when spraying. If 
this does not work yon may have to call in a 
professional. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Save some of those plastic mesh bags that 
fruit comes in to make bird feeders for next winter Fill one 
with bread scraps, popcorn or whatever you put out and then 
hang high enough in a tree so the dogs cannot reach it. The

lastic could be cut in a few places to make it easier for the 
trds to get to the food The squirrels help themselves to ours, 
too 
Another use for such a bag is to make a hanging flower pot 
holder Tie six long strands of strong cord together at one end, 
lace the cord up the bag (evenly spaced), beginning at the end 
of the bag that is tied After it is run through the mesh, tie the 
cord together at the top, put a flower pot in the bag and you 
have a very inexpensive hanger. The orange color of such a 
bag looks particularly nice over a black pot. —ELSIE. 


DEAR POLLY - On these very hot days 1 put five gallons of 
water in a dark colored water container and let it sit in the sun 
all day. By evening this provides hot water for two baths and 
the water heater does not have to run quite so much

Of all the statistics cranked 
out by the federal government, 
one of the m o st closely 
watched is the unemployment 
rate. 


Together with the consumer 
price index, the national un­ 
employment rate is taken as 
an overall report of how the 
economy is doing. 
Thus it 
forms the basis for some of 
government’s most important 
decisions. 


Along with its role as a 
guidepost, the jobless rate 
recently has been a puzzle and 
a discouragement. 
It has 
dropped far more slowly from 
its peak during the 1974-75 
recession than it did in past 
recovering. 


Now c o m e two s e ni or 
economists at the University 
of M i a m i , 
K e n n e t h W. 
Cl ar ks o n and Ro g e r 
E. 
Meiners, with a potentially 
important explanation for the 
jobless ra te ’s poor perfor­ 
mance. 
They note that the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics defines the 
unemployment rate as the 
percentage of the civilian 
work force that is actively 
seeking a job but cannot find 
one.

though they have no more in­ 
tention of actively seeking 
employment than they did 
before the work registration 
requirement.” 
Since 1975, they continue, 
the official jobless rates have 
been about two percentage 
points higher than they would 
have been without the work 
registration rule. 
Thus, the 
current 6.9 per cent reported 
unemployment which appears 
uncomfortably high, may ac­ 
tually be “ real” joblessness of 
4.9 per cent, which is close to 
what economists view as full 
employment.

The Space Shuttle is no doubt going to 
be one of the most unique projects in the 
history of the country. 
For a few thousand dollars, you may 
even be able to participate. 
NASA has been receiving many in­ 
queries as to how much it will cost to fly 
on the shuttle. 
And NASA is paying a 
great deal of attention 
to the question 
They 
plan to begin shuttle 
operation 
flights 
in 
1980 
The answer to the 
question is anywhere 
from less than $10.000 
to m ore than $21 
million depending on 
how much the cargo 
w e ig h s 
an d 
w h a t 
volume is involved, 
w hether it is on a

desired. 
How about a passenger trip? 
Not yet. NASA says. 
Non-astronaut

The questionnaires, dis­ 
tributed by the House Commerce, Con­ 
sumer and Monetary Affairs subcommit­ 
tee. seek details about their lobbying ac­ 
tivities. 
Before the corporations could respond, 
Brown heaved a well-aimed monkey 
wrench into the investigative machinery. 
He fired off a letter to Chairman 
Benjamin Rosenthal, D -N Y , notifying 
him: “ I am advising those who contact 
my office ... that the mailing of the 
questionnaire is not pursuant to action 
taken by the subcommittee." 
He contended, therefore, that the cor­ 
porations “ should not presume that a 
response is being solicited pursuant to 
action of the subcom m ittee.’’ 
Then he slipped copies of the letter to 
several corporations that were looking 
for an excuse to ignore the question­ 
naire.

“ I think it’s up to the am ateurs.” 
responded McCormack condescendingly, 
“ to understand what the professionals 
are saying before they try to make them

that the “experts” in charge of Idaho’s 
ill-fated Teton Dam had told his subcom­ 
m ittee that they would do nothing dif­ 
ferently if they had to rebuild the dam. 
Vet the dam collapsed last year, washing 
away a half-billion-dollars worth of 
property.

Huge loads for Vance 


W A S H I N G T O N 
— O n c e a g a i n 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance is on the 
road and once again he is traveling with 
an empty brief case. 
Even if the Ad­ 
ministration had been able to make up 
its collective and wavering mind over 
what to do about the Peoples Republic of 
China and the island of Taiwan. Vance in 
P e k i n g 
w o u l d 
be 
powerless to do more 
than make a gesture of 
good will toward an ul­ 
tim ate solution. 
To have taken any 
positive step in the 
d i r e c t i o n 
o f d e ­ 
recogn izing Taiwan 
and 
g r a n t i n g 
full 
diplomatic recognition 
to Peking would have 
put in further jeopardy 
the 
Administration’s 
immediate diplomatic 
objective 
That is, ratification of the

Panama Canal treaty. 


The sam e senators determ ined to 
block the treaty are opposed to any 
change in the status of Taiwan. To make 
any move at this time to change the 
relationship of the China of Taiwan that 
has 
benefi ted so h a n d so m ely by 
American investm ents and American 
trade would harden the opposition to the 
Panama agreem ent and that opposition 
may in any event be sufficient to prevent 
a two-thirds vote of ratification 


Then, it is fair to ask, why Vance was 
sent on what is described officially as an 
“ exploratory” mission? 
Because the 
trip was planned long in advance, the 
dilemma of Panama may not have been 
foreseen. But that is another way of say­ 
ing that the foreign policy planning of the 
Administration is lamentably weak. 
It is unfair to Vance to send him on a 
mission as futile as his recent tour of the 
Middle East. 
That tour ended with 
merely a promise of more talks in this 
country with the foreign m inisters of 
Israel and the Arab states in the fall. It 
cam e after President Carter had met in 
the White House with Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and a report of 
their harmonious exchange. 
That was quickly deflated with Begin’s 
announcement of new settlem ents to be 
established in the West Bank of the 
Jordan River. 
Vance’s efforts to get a 
compromise agreem ent for a peace con­ 
ference in Geneva came to nothing. 
Carter had insisted before his election 
that his Secretary of State would not be 
flying all over the world. 
The Carter 
diplomacy would owe nothing to the Kis­ 
singer shuttles of the past. Vance has 


already traveled as far in his first six 
months ad did Kissinger in the time he 
was working out the Sinai agreement 
between Israel and Egypt 
The Secretary of State keeps a low 
profile 
He has none of the spectacular 
Kissinger qualities of performance and 
persuasion. It is perhaps his misfortune 
that he had to follow such a conspicuous 
performer. 
But able and dedicated, he has thus far 
accepted as a good soldier assignments 
that promised to end in futility. And this, 
it should be added, in spite of a health 
problem Due no doubt to so much travel 
in planes with stopovers all too brief, 
Vance has had a recurrence of severe 
back trouble 
Vance in Peking will find the Peoples 
Republic fretting over the delay in nor­ 
malizing relations with the United States 
as called for in the communique signed 
in 1972 at the end of Richard Nixon’s 
visit. 
For Peking normalization means full 
diplomatic recognition and an end of the 
American military presence on Taiwan 
They have made it clear they will not be 
satisfied with anything short of that and 
for all the good will of the Vance mission 
relations with the most populous nation 
in the world can be exp ected to 
deteriorate. 
Important voices have been calling for 
a shift from Taiwan to Peking That was 
the object of a speech by Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, D-Mass. One of the most vocal 
spokesmen for normalization is Thomas 
L Gates, who also should be one of the 
most influential, as he was for a year 
head of the U S liaison mission in Pek­ 
ing 
A former Secretary of Defense and 
former chairman of Morgan Guaranty, 
Gates has lost no opportunity since his 
return in the spring to advocate a break 
with Taiwan and full recognition of the 
Peoples Republic. 
Gates saw for himself — in a year of 
great trouble that included the death of 
Mao Tse-tung and Chou En-lai and the 
Tangshan earthquake — both the needs 
and the strengths of the 850,000,000. 
The Taiwan lobby is a powerful force, 
with the economic lever a potent one 
Some members of Congress, even those 
like Rep. John Brademas, the majority 
whip, who have visited mainland China, 
are likely to say, “ What’s in it for us?" 
The answer is surely not an immediate 
gain in trade that would being to match 
the U S trade with Taiwan. 
Rather it is a steady and expanding 
relationship with a power certain to 
shape the destiny of Asia — and the 
world — in the future.
